“It’s good to see work has 
begun on the new centre. 
The town has been waiting 
a long time for new leisure 
facilities and everyone is 
really excited to see exactly 
how it will look when it is 
finished next April.” 

Work on the site had to be 
slightly put back following 
problems with the closure of 
the Mailings Health Centre 
near to the site. 

When completed the 
centre will be managed by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, 
who already look after Tip¬ 
ton’s and Oldbury’s recently 
completed leisure centres.

THE family of West Bromwich Albion 
legend Jeff Astle have renewed calls 
for the Football Association to take 
action over his death. 


It comes after new tests confirmed he died 
from the same disease found in brain damaged 
former boxers. The 59-year-old died in 2002 
after being originally diagnosed with Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease. 


But a doctor who carried 
out a re-examination of 
his brain, now believes he 
suffered a progressive de¬ 
generative disease seen in 
individuals with a history 
of multiple concussions and 
other forms of head injury. 

His daughter Dawn re¬ 
iterated her pleas for the 
game’s governing body, the 
FA, to act. The family had 
always feared his death was 
caused by heading a football 
rather than Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease, as was believed. 

Now it has been con¬ 
firmed the England star, 
who is best remembered for 
scoring the winning goal at 
the 1968 FA Cup final, is 
the first British footballer 
known to have fallen victim 
to chronic traumatic en¬ 
cephalopathy which stems 
from repetitive low level 
blows to the head. 

His daughter said: “There 
are no ifs and huts anymore 
and we want the FA to for¬ 
mally and publicly acknowl¬ 
edge that the game dad 
loved ultimately killed him. 

“We are disgusted by the 
way they have treated us 
but we are still prepared 
to work with them because 
they have the resources, 
skill and, I hope, the will to 
make football a better and 
safer game.” 

His brain had been do-

nated for medical research 
and the family gave Dr Wil¬ 
lie Stewart - a leading neu¬ 
ropathologist - authority to 
re examine it. 

They took the decision 
after discovering both the 
FA and Professional Foot¬ 
ballers Association had 
done nothing despite vowing 
to produce a 10 year joint 
study into the link between 
heading the ball and the 
early onset of dementia. 

A coroner found in 2002 
that Mr Astle’s death had 
been caused by ‘industrial 
disease’ linked to heading 
footballs. 

The FA said a cross-foot- 
ball commission on con¬ 
cussion had reviewed the 
game’s approach to head 
injuries and the rules on 
concussion were due to be 
changed before the start of 
this season.

A YOUNG woman who died 
when she was hit by a car 
at a bus stop was ‘talented, 
warm, generous and lovely’, 
say devastated friends and 
teachers. 

Tributes have been flood¬ 
ing in for creative writing 
student, poet and musician 
Rebecca McManus. 

The 21-year-old, known 
for wearing a trademark red 
beret, died at the scene of 
the crash on the busy Hag- 
ley Road West in Bearwood 
on Saturday. 

Miss McManus, of Old¬ 
bury, had attended King 
Edward VI College, Stour¬ 
bridge where she achieved 
four A Levels — two at A* 
and two at grade A — be¬ 
fore enrolling with the Uni¬ 
versity of East Anglia in 
Norwich for an English lit¬ 
erature with creative writ¬ 
ing degree course. 

Jane Salmons, English 
literature tutor at King Ed¬ 
ward VI College, said Miss 
McManus was an outstand¬ 
ing young woman. “Not only 
was she gifted academically, 
she was also a talented poet 
and musician,” she said. 

“She contributed to many 
aspects of college life and 
her warmth and generosity 
made her extremely popular 
with staff and students. ”

AN inquiry into the death of 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins is 
nearing completion. 

The agency leading the re¬ 
view said it would soon show 
the investigation’s findings to 
the key agencies involved. 

The family of Christina will 
also have the chance to meet 
the commissioner and panel 
members before it is published. 

The inquiry involves Bir¬ 


mingham and Solihull Mental 
Health Trust, which vowed to 
carry out a ‘thorough investi¬ 
gation’ following the sentenc¬ 
ing of Christina’s killer Phillip 
Simelane. Simelane was re¬ 
leased from jail unsupervised 
before attacking the 16-year- 
old on a bus in March last year. 

The 24-year-old from Wal¬ 
sall was detained indefinitely 
after pleading guilty to man¬ 


slaughter on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility. It 
had been expected the review 
would be published by the end 
of last year. 

A cross-city clinical commis¬ 
sioning group spokesman said: 
“We are aware that the inves¬ 
tigation into the circumstances 
leading up to the tragic death 
of Christina Edkins is nearing 
completion. 


“This investigation has in¬ 
volved a number of key ser¬ 
vices who will shortly be asked 
to review the report findings 
and identify how learning will 
be embedded. Before agreeing 
the final publication date of 
this report, the families will 
have the opportunity to meet 
with the commissioner and 
panel members to discuss the 
findings.”

Miss McManus was struck 
when a red Mitsubishi vehi¬ 
cle mounted the pavement 
and crashed into a bus stop 
at 7.50pm. The car ended up 
in the grass embankment 50 
ft away. 

Police have issued a pic¬ 
ture of Miss McManus as 
they urged witnesses of the 
crash to come forward. 

Robert Harrison, aged 
49, who lives just four doors 
away from the accident, 
which happened just after 
a bend on the 40mph road 
said: “We have lived here 
for five years and not seen 
anything like this before.” 

A 32-year-old man has 
been arrested on suspicion 
of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Sgt Paul Hughes said: “I 
have been overwhelmed by 
the number of witnesses 
that have come forward so 
far but continue to appeal 
for the public’s help. 

“I know the vehicle in¬ 
volved, a red Mitsubishi, 
travelled along the A4123 
Wolverhampton Road be¬ 
fore turning onto Hagley 
Road West, and may have 
been travelling with another 
dark-coloured vehicle, possi¬ 
bly a BMW.” 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
Steve Parry said: “The sec¬ 
ond female involved was 
treated for serious multiple 
injuries. The patient was 
taken by ambulance to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 
.The male car driver was 
treated for minor injuries.”

HE SUFFERED a serious brain injury 
when he was knocked over by a van as he 
played out with his friends. 

Now the family of James Birks has wel¬ 
comed him back home in Wednesbury after 
more than a year of treatments for the in¬ 
jury that left him unable to speak or walk 
unaided. The 14-year-old and his family 
have recently moved to a new house in Bee- 
bee Road, which has been specially adapted. 

His mother Amanda Knight said: “It’s 
lovely to have him back home, but it’s been 
a real struggle for us and we are still trying 
to get him into a routine.” 

James and his family’s lives were irrevo¬ 
cably changed on April 24 last year when he 


was knocked down on a pedestrian crossing 
on the A461 High Bullen in Wednesbury 
while out playing with friends. 

He was flown to Birmingham Children’s 
hospital by air ambulance and spent four 
months there with his family by his side, 
his father Jason, 45, sleeping next to him. 

He will soon be starting at Chadsgrove 
School, near Bromsgrove, which specialises 
in teaching children with disabilities. “He 
continues to make good progress and is al¬ 
ready achieving the same levels in mathe¬ 
matics that he was before the accident, but 
it is his emotional age that has changed and 
he sometimes throws tantrums, which is 
hard for us as a family,” said Mrs Knight.

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Difficult 
decisions 
for those 
hit by tax 

PEOPLE in the Midlands 
hit by the bedroom tax are 
cutting back on essentials 
such as food and heating, a 
survey has claimed. 

The questionnaire carried 
out for the National Hous¬ 
ing Federation found over 
a third of people affected by 
the bedroom tax in the area 
have cut back on food and 
more than a quarter have 
cut back on heating as a re¬ 
sult of the tax. 

Almost 45 per cent of 
those affected have also 
needed to borrow money to 
help pay their rent since the 
introduction of the bedroom 
tax in April last year. 

The survey also shows 
seven in 10 people are con¬ 
cerned about falling behind 
on rent and 86 per cent are 
concerned about meeting 
their living costs. A total of 
63 per cent of those affected 
in the Midlands are con¬ 
cerned about eviction. 

Chief executive of the 
Federation David Orr said: 
“People stung by the bed¬ 
room tax are being forced 
to make difficult choices on 
which bills to pay and which 
essentials to go without. 

“They are living in fear 
that they will lose their 
homes and have resorted 
to borrowing from friends 
and family to try and get by.

PARAMEDICS have moved in with their 
colleagues from the fire service to create a 
new centre which will serve the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

After more than 60 years, paramedics 
have moved from their base of 60-years 
Henrietta Street Ambulance Station in 
Birmingham. They have moved into a new¬ 
ly-refurbished space on the site of Aston 
Fire Station - a mile and a half down the 
road. 

The move has seen nine crews formed of 
68 staff members from West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Trust move to the first floor of a 


building adjacent to the fire service facili¬ 
ties. It boasts a self-contained space made 
up of a mess room, dining room, kitchen, 
locker rooms, toilets, showers, office space 
and car parking bays for ten ambulance ve¬ 
hicles. 

The building has been provided by West 
Midlands Fire Service as temporary accom¬ 
modation whilst negotiations continue to 
build a new joint hub in Aston, which could 
be up and running in around three years’ 
time. Tony Iommi, the Trust’s Assistant 
Area Manager for Birmingham Central, 
said: “The move from Henrietta Street to 


Aston couldn’t have gone any better. It’s a 
real testament to the meticulous planning, 
hard work and professionalism of everyone 
involved in the project, both from the fire 
service and ambulance service.” 

Rob Woolley, West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice’s station commander in Aston, said: 
“The facility has been transformed, in a rel¬ 
atively short space of time, from a tired and 
empty building into a really smart hub for 
the ambulance service. I’ve already formed 
strong relationships with Tony and his col¬ 
leagues during the refurbishment and I’m 
excited about the future.” 


Borough schools failing 
to meet crucial targets 


ALMOST half of Sandwell’s secondary 
schools are performing below the national 
average, according to new figures. 

Ofsted statistics show 46 per cent fall below the 
national benchmark of 72 per cent rated good or 
outstanding - a trend repeated across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire. The figures relate to the 
watchdog’s crucial rating of the overall effectiveness 
of a school. 

They show that only 
54 per cent of schools in 
Sandwell hit this target. 

But the statistics also 
showed Sandwell did not 
have a secondary school 
rated as inadequate - the 
bottom of the standards 
table. 

In Dudley the number of 
top rated schools is just 45 
per cent, whilst the figure 
is 65 per cent in Walsall, 
68 per cent in Staffordshire 
and 69 per cent in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

But in response, head¬ 
teachers said figures should 
not be the only way to mark 
performance and standards 
for pupils. Pank Patel is 
headteacher at Wood Green 
Academy, in Wednesbury, 
which has been rated out¬ 
standing on three occasions. 

He said: “We’ve got to 
be very careful on damning 
schools that are working 
really hard at improving. 
We’re a long way forward 
from where we were re¬ 
cently. Standards are im¬ 
proving at a drastic rate.” 

“Schools are now working 
more collaboratively togeth¬ 
er. ”At the time statistics 
were compiled in Decem¬ 
ber last year 10 per cent of 
Dudley’s secondaries were 
classed as inadequate. 

Dudley’s education chief 
Councillor Tim Crumpton 
said he expected the ‘deeply 
disappointing’ figures to 
improve over the next 12 
months. 


Cadbury's 
wartime 
tale is told 

THE wartime exploits of 
one of the West Midlands 
best known families has 
been revealed in a new 
documentary as part of the 
First World War centenary. 

The BBC programme 
‘Cadbury’s at War’ filmed 
at locations across Birming¬ 
ham and Staffordshire will 
show for the first time the 
conflicting paths taken dur¬ 
ing the First World War by 
two brothers from Birming¬ 
ham’s world famous choco¬ 
late business. 

Presented by former 
World Super Middleweight 
champion, Richie Woodhall, 
the film tells the story of 
Laurence and Egbert Cad¬ 
bury. The family had strong 
anti-war beliefs that put 
them at odds with the na¬ 
tional call to arms. 

The documentary is part 
of the BBC’s World War One 
At Home project, in partner¬ 
ship with Imperial War Mu¬ 
seums, ‘Cadburys at War’ 
offers an insight into how 
the war affected two broth¬ 
ers through exclusive access 
to their private letters. 

It was broadcast on Mon¬ 
day but is available on the 
BBC iPlayer. 



Wendy helps shape future of estate

WHEN Wendy Bodenham moved on 
to the run-down Lyng Estate in West 
Bromwich she never dreamed she 
would become involved in its regen¬ 
eration. 

But 26 years later the district nurse 
sits as head of the Lyng Community 
Association (LCA) and has been one of 
the key drivers in its transformation 
from a 1960’s housing development to 
a modern thriving community in the 
heart of West Bromwich. 

In 1988 the mother-of-two moved 
in to her home in Dora Road with her 
husband Bob but has since become a 
well-known local figure. She said: “I’m 
originally from Bristol. 


“I came to West Bromwich from 
Aberystwyth. Lots of people seem sur¬ 
prised when I say I moved from Wales 
to the Black Country, but it is the 
best move I ever made. West Brom¬ 
wich is great and the people are really 
friendly around here.” 

She became involved in plans to 
redevelop the Lyng when council 
tenants, including one of her own 
patients, started being moved to dif¬ 
ferent accommodation as crews began 
work to demolish their homes. 

After going along to a meeting 
about how best to rehome people with 
specific health needs, Wendy ended up 
joining the group of tenants working 


with the council to decide what the 
new estate would look like - in what 
would eventually become LCA. 

She was instrumental in getting 
charitable status for the group and in 
ensuring tenants from the old estate 
got priority for new homes. 

The 58-year-old said: “It was a steep 
learning curve and none of us really 
knew what to expect.y.” 

In the first two phases, LCA built 
86 houses and apartments. The third 
and final phase, which started in 2010 
and brought Barratt on board, has in¬ 
volved building another 114 afforda¬ 
ble homes and 250 for private sale. 

Work is now nearing completion.

Work starts to improve traffic island 


ONE of the West Midlands’ busiest 
and most congested traffic Islands 
is undergoing work to enhance safe¬ 
ty and improve traffic flow. 

More than £800,000 is being 
spent on the Salford Circus round¬ 
about, near Great Barr at junction 
six of the M6, and will see the busy 
island widened and new traffic sig¬ 
nals installed. 

It is hoped the work, which 


started on Monday, will reduce traf¬ 
fic congestion and improve journey 
times. The eight-week ‘pinch point’ 
improvement scheme will take place 
mainly during the night from 8pm 
to 6am, although some work may 
have to be during during the day. 

Jess Kenny, project manager for 
the scheme, said: “This £800,000 
pinch point scheme has been de¬ 
signed to make the junction safer 


and improve journey time reliability 
for road users. 

“The improvements will reduce 
traffic congestion which, in turn, 
will reduce journey times, particu¬ 
larly during peak periods, and ben¬ 
efit the environment by reducing 
slow moving and queuing traffic. 

“Although we have scheduled 
most of the work to take place over¬ 
night, to minimise disruption to 


road users some work may have to 
take place in the day. We will publi¬ 
cise all diversions and lane closures 
in advance.” 

During the course of the work, 
there will be various lane closures 
at the roundabout, including a full 
closure of Slade Road, the A38 link 
road approaches to the roundabout, 
the A5127 Lichfield Road and Ty¬ 
burn Road approaches.

Sewer blockages are up by 50 per cent

SEWER blockages in part of the Midlands 
have increased by 50 per cent over the last 
four months according to new figures. 

Bosses at the water firm Severn Trent 
say householders in the Black Country are 
putting everything from nappies and razors 
to medicines and oil down their plugholes 
and toilets. 

As a result the company says it has seen 
a spike of 50 per cent in blocked sewers be¬ 
tween November last year and March. They 
had 207 reports of blockages in November 
while a total of 312 blockages were reported 
in March. Residents are now being urged to 


dispose of household items properly rather 
than via their sinks and toilets. 

Severn Trent Water’s waste water man¬ 
ager, James Jesic, says: “Sewer blockages 
in the Black Country have increased by a 
huge number over the last few months. 
This is caused by people putting things 
down their toilets and sinks which they’re 
not supposed to. 

“Sewers are only designed to cope with 
toilet paper and human waste. So some of 
the things people throw down the toilet, 
like sanitary products or nappies, can eas¬ 
ily snag on the inside of a pipe and block it. 


“And, because some of the sewer pipes 
are only a few inches wide, any fats or oils 
that people throw down their sink can build 
up on the inside of it, clogging it up - even if 
they rinse it off with boiling water.” 

The water company boss said that there 
are examples where the block sewers have 
caused sewage to pour into the road. 

Mr Jesic added: “When a sewer is blocked 
the waste has to go somewhere. This means 
it usually comes out of a drain and can 
flood roads, or even properties with sewage. 
And, during wet weather as we’ve been 
seeing recently, it’s even more likely. As 


well as being extremely unpleasant for our 
customers, it also ends up costing money to 
unblock, which is money we can’t reinvest 
elsewhere. 

“But all this can easily be avoided, by peo¬ 
ple disposing of items in the bin, and not 
the toilet or sink.” 

The company has now published a list of 
items that it wants people to dispose of via 
a bin. It includes fat, oil and grease, kitchen 
roll, cleansing wipes and cotton wool, nap¬ 
pies, razors, medicines, car oil, paint thin¬ 
ner and other chemicals, dental floss and 
underwear and tights.

Surely an extra £20 a year in 
interest is not worth exposing 
yourselves to the hackers.

MAKING another comeback 
worthy of Sinatra, silver-haired 
charmer Tony Blair has stepped 
into the old immigration chest¬ 
nut. 

Actually, after spending a bit 
too long sunning himself in the 
Middle East, the former prime 
minister is beginning to look 
something like an old chestnut 
these days, but that is another 
story. 

Anyway, he has accused peo¬ 
ple opposed to large-scale Euro¬ 
pean immigration of pandering 
to unpleasant prejudice.

THE task of trying to hold on to 
Cannock Chase next year just 
became a little more difficult for 
the Conservatives. Paul Snape, 
leader of the council’s Tory 
group, claimed MP Aidan Bur¬ 
ley had not spoken to him since 
February 3. 

This was two days before 
he announced he would not 
be contesting the seat again in 
2015, following a series of high- 
ly-critical national newspaper 
stories about his involvement in 
a stag party where he got the 
groom to wear a Nazi uniform. 

Mr Burley denies this and says 
they spoke in March, although 
Councillor Snape says it was just 
an exchange of pleasantries and 
did not really count. 

Things got very awkward for 
the Tories after the elections. It 
started with Mr Burley and his 
fiancee, Rawnsley councillor 
Jodie Jones, being noticeably 
absent from the election count. 

Then, as UKIP made enough 
gains to get level pegging with 
the Tories, Councillor Snape 
began to contemplate horse 
trading over who should be the 
official opposition. 

Miss Jones made the decision 
for him, revealing she had re¬ 
signed from the group to serve 
as an independent and plunging 
the Tories into third place. 

Councillor Snape, meanwhile, 
is now preparing his group to 
choose a new Parliamentary 
candidate to replace Mr Burley. 
With all not well between all the 
Tories, the candidate who wins 
that selection will have one of 
the least enviable tasks in poli¬ 
tics. 

Firstly, they have to try to hold 
on to the seat that produced 
the biggest swing to the Tories 
in 2010. That will be no easy 
job given how Labour have not 
only made gains on the council 
but also made a huge deal of 
the whole unfortunate Nazi busi¬ 
ness. 

Secondly, he or she will have 
to be able to liaise with Aidan 
Burley. 

If he’s not talking to party’s 
local leader, that opens up the 
potential for a lot of mixed mes¬ 
sages to the electorate. Thirdly, 
he or she will have to be nice 
about Aidan Burley in the face 
of criticism and ridicule about 
said stag do.

SCREAMING fans singing your 
songs back to you, devoted 
Twitter messages flooding in 
from across the country and 
jet-setting tours in Europe and 
America in the pipeline - wel¬ 
come to life for a Black Coun¬ 
try band set to become the 
next big chart sensation. 

It takes most groups years to score 
a support slot on a much-anticipated 
tour with one of the biggest pop su¬ 
perstars playing to sell-out arenas. 

But for Dudley-based guitar band 
EofE, this whirlwind tour is just the next 
step on a meteoric rise which could lead 
to chart domination and wealth beyond 
their wildest dreams.

Solicitor celebrates his 
50 years of defending

ONE of the Black Country’s 
longest serving solicitors is 
celebrating more than half a 
century in the legal profes¬ 
sion. 

Harry Hodgkinson, a consult¬ 
ant at Gill and Bassi solicitors 
in Great Bridge, has reflected on 
his five decades of representing 
defendants in courts around the 
Midlands.

“With the development of CCTV 
and more sophisticated alarm systems 
in cars and homes you’ve seen a de¬ 
cline in amateur criminals,”. 

During his time he has represented 
two people accused of murder, who 
were cleared, and has helped hundreds 


of others including some families in 
which he has represented three gen¬ 
erations. 

“The court room is a bit like politics 
and while you may be adversaries in 
court once you leave you put it all be¬ 
hind you,” said Mr Hodgkinson. 

The train enthusiast said that he 


hoped to continue working as a solic¬ 
itor for a little while longer. 

“I have loved my time working in 
and around Tipton and Great Bridge. 
I have always found people to be 
friendly, even when I’ve met them in 
the most extreme circumstances,” he

Milestone for club set 
up by Palethorpes pals 


PROUDLY celebrating an 
amazing 50 years since it 
started is Tipton Sports and 
Social Club which has re¬ 
mained a hub of the com¬ 
munity while other establish¬ 
ments have disappeared. 

With a membership which has 
dwindled slightly over the years 
- at its height there were over 
1,000 members - the club still 
boasts football, darts and dom¬ 
inoes teams, and there is a rich 
programme of entertainment. 

Founding member and secretary, 
Trevor Pearce started off the club with 
two workmates, William Andrews and 
Raymond Cresswell, when they feared 
they would lose their football team as 
their base was being sold off. 

The trio played for teams formed 
through their company Palethorpes 
Sausages. In the early 60s the club 
began selling off some of its land - in¬ 
cluding where the teams played at Co¬ 
ney gree Road in Tipton. 

The football team was at the time

playing in the Birmingham Works 
League, but suddenly were given a 
week’s notice that they would no 
longer be able to continue. 

So the three friends decided to look 
for land where they might be able to 
move the teams. 

Mr Pearce, now the only surviving 
founder member of the club, said: 
“We were losing the patch of land and 
everything. We wrote to everyone in 
the area, even as far away as Stoke. 
There was at least 10 sites I wrote 
to personally to try to get the land to 
form a club.” 

The group, under the name Tipton 
Sports and Social Club, could use a 
council-owned pitch for the football 
team but it still needed a club house - 
they first moved into a room above the 
Boscobel Tavern, on Boscobel Street, 
which they rented for £1 a week. 

They ran bingo sessions to amuse 
the 30 or so regular members, which 


were mostly the players and their 
wives. Mr Pearce, collecting the subs, 
had to sit at the top of the stairs in the 
pub so that the others had space for 
their activities inside the hired room. 

Eventually, running club Tipton 
Harriers approached the group, as its 
hut was on land that was also owned 
by Palethorpes - land which was also 
to be sold. Between the two clubs they 
agreed that Tipton Sports would buy 
the land, while in return for use of 
the building Tipton Harriers would 
be allowed to use the facilities as its 
headquarters. 

The club then had a home to call 
its own, and Tipton Sports and Social 
Club was born. 

As the club grew, their base im¬ 
proved, with a bar being installed, a 
car park laid, and in 1968 a new build¬ 
ing was erected. Since then the club’s 
home on Sedgley Road East has been 
significantly improved, and two years 
ago had a £98,000 refurbishment.

Blow for fundraiser as bucket 
stolen during restaurant raid 


A CHARITY hero that has run dozens of 
marathons for cancer organisations has de¬ 
scribed the theft of a collection bucket as 
‘heartless.’ 

Marathon runner Tony Meehan had just 
completed his 21st marathon in Liverpool 
when he got the news that one of the buck¬ 
ets collecting money for his charity, Mac¬ 
millan had been stolen from a restaurant 
the day before. Spices Restaurant in Hol¬ 
yhead Road, Wednesbury, had been raided 
overnight and thieves had taken the bucket 
and the restaurant’s till before making off. 

The lid to the bucket was quickly found 
outside the venue, but the bucket was later 
found several roads away in Lloyd Street. 
Mr Meehan who was recently elected coun¬ 
cillor for Wednesbury north said: “I had 
only just heard the news after I had finished 
the race and it hit me hard. n. Whoever 
have done this is a bit heartless.” 

The fundraiser who has raised more than 


£100,000 for the cancer charity in memory 
of his brother Michael who lost his battle 
with the disease four years ago had placed 
the bucket in the restaurant as part of his 
latest campaign ‘Pennies make pounds. 
Pounds change lives’, which has so far 
raised £3,230. 

The 60-year-old runner who dresses as a 
leprechaun called Loopy to complete each 
marathon, added: “If they hadn’t taken the 
bucket the overall figure could have been 
much higher. It’s been real blow.” 

Police officers at the town’s police station 
have launched an investigation into the 
theft which happened on May 25. 

Mr Meehan’s fellow Wednesbury Council¬ 
lor and friend, Councillor Elaine Costigan 
was one of the first people to hear about the 
theft. She said: “It’s despicable that this 
has happened.”

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Ore home 
fears are 
allayed at 
meeting 


A FIRM building a six-bedroom respite care 
home should have provided more informa¬ 
tion about the development to ease nearby 
residents’ fears, a meeting was told. 

Residents near the development, being construct¬ 
ed on the former Birch Coppice pub site, in Quarry 
Bank, packed into a meeting to hear from bosses, 
with concerns that youngsters at the site may cause 


anti-social behaviour. 

Many were concerned 
youngsters using the new 
site could cause anti-social 
behaviour after ‘rumours’ 
spread around the area. But 
bosses from CareTech, who 
are building the bungalow, 
told residents children and 
young people using the site 
had physical and learning 
difficulties and would be 
under constant supervision. 

Some of them have ‘com¬ 
plex medical needs’ and are 
confined to a wheelchair. 
The bungalow being de¬ 
veloped on site will have 
six bedrooms and be used 
for ‘respite breaks’ for the 
youngsters and families. 

Plans to convert the for¬ 
mer pub building itself into 
a seven bedroom care centre 
to house youngsters with 
similar needs permanently 
is also being worked on with 
planning permission still 
to be approved. Director of 
children’s services for Care- 
Tech Bob Yetzes told the 
meeting, held at Birch Cop¬ 
pice Methodist Church, he 
was aware there were con¬ 
cerns from some residents 
living near to the site. 

“There will only be six 
children using this site at 
a time. They have physical 
and learning difficulties and 
will be supervised 24 hours

a day,” he said. “None of 
them will leave the home 
without the supervision 
of nurses. The home is to 
provide respite for both the 
children and their families.” 

Resident Ian Hatfield, 
aged 41, who lives near to 
the pub site, said: “I believe 
these rumours have sprung 
up through miscommunica- 
tion. If signs had been put 
up around the site clearly 
explaining what youngsters 
will be using the centre then 
I don’t think any of us would 
be sitting here tonight. 

“All that was needed was 
more consultation.” 

Mr Yetzes accepted that 
should have been done and 
said before the centre was 
launched an open day would 
be held for residents to look 
around the site. 

Fellow resident Jean At- 
twood who lives directly 
next to the site said: “I have 
lived there for 43 years and 
I am very pleased with the 
development. It is far better 
than having a derelict pub 
there.” 

The centre is due to open 
later this year. Speaking 
after the meeting, ward 
councillor Bryan Cotterill 
said: “This meeting was not 
called as a protest against

Revamp of club hit 
by tragic crash starts 



A MAJOR refurbishment has 
begun at a club which was 
partially destroyed in a trag¬ 
ic crash which killed a lorry 
driver. 

Bosses at Wednesbury’s Royal 
British Legion club heralded the 
start of work at the stricken ven¬ 
ue as crucial to the future of the 
business. 

One of the club’s main rooms was 
virtually demolished as a lorry driven 
by polish driver, 55-year-old Henryk 
Jackowski, ploughed into the building 
on Boxing Day last year. 

Mr Jackowski unfortunately died at 
the scene. 

At the time around 15 people were 
inside the club and narrowly avoided 
serious injury. 

Builders have started to make re¬ 
pairs to the club’s popular game room 
which has been boarded up to make 
the building secure since the crash. 

Officials at the club say it has cost 
them around £10,000 in lost revenue 
over the last five months. 

Struggling 

Leigh Jones, chairman of the Royal 
British Legion Wednesbury Branch 
said the crash had a ‘big impact’ on 
the club. 

“We have seen a lot of our members 
who use the games room stop coming 
up and it’s hit the club hard,” he said. 

“Where we once used to be busy on 
a Saturday and Sunday lunch time the 
club is now empty. 

“We have been struggling to keep 
going. 

“This is a major repair to the build¬ 
ing that they have got to make. The 
crash did a lot of damage.” 

Workmen have begun by removing 
the remaining damaged brickwork 
that has been hidden behind wooden 
boards to enable them to begin putting 
in a new wall. 

As part of the rebuild the games 
room that was destroyed will be en-

larged to include new snooker and pool 
tables and much of the club will be re¬ 
decorated to attract members back to 
the club. 

The 39-year-old from Wednesbury 
said: “This gives us a chance to get 
back on our feet and recuperate some 
of the money we have lost over the last 
couple of months. 

“We have been waiting a long time

for this to start and it’s a relief to see 
work beginning at last.” 

Mr Jones added that many members 
are still coming to terms with what 
happened, but hoped that the rebuild 
would help them recover. 

“Having this work done will mean 
a lot to members. We have waited so 
long to have our club back,” added Mr 
Jones.

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes 
who come from a wide variety 
of backgrounds, doing a wide 
variety of jobs, in one of the 
Black Country’s largest NHS 
organisations - Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust saw a pa¬ 
tient on a face-to-face basis one 
and a half million times giving 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

Lead Nurse for Sickle Cell and 
Thalassaemia - LIZ GREEN 



MANAGING patients with 
chronic disease is a diffi¬ 
cult task, but getting them 
through their pain manage¬ 
ment and back home in the 
same day is harder still. 

Liz Green, aged 41, from Kings 
Heath, is the Lead Nurse for Sick¬ 
le Cell and Thalassaemia (SCaT) 
at Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

She looks after patients from 
Sandwell and Birmingham in the 
regional centre aimed specifical¬ 
ly at providing treatment for the 
conditions. 

Both are inherited blood disor¬ 
ders. 

Sickle cell disease causes pa¬ 
tients pain when their red blood 
cells clump together preventing 
oxygen from getting to tissue. 

Philosophy 

Due to the effects of Thalassae¬ 
mia, patients need to go through 
blood transfusions every four 
weeks and require lifelong med¬ 
ication to help rid their body of 
excess iron. 

She said: “We see around 450 to 
500 patients and are unique in of¬ 
fering patients pain management 
in a day case, meaning patients 
can go home after treatment. 

“We work well as a team to help 
patients with chronic illness and 
all follow the same philosophy 
that we want patients to live as 
full a life as possible. 

“We see a range of ages from 
adolescents to the elderly in our 
unit, and it feels great when we 
see them having babies and it is a 


real privilege for us to share these 
moments with them.” 

The Trust has been offering 
flexible drop in clinics for SCaT 
for almost a decade, and is the 
only regional centre to offer this 
service to patients. 

Liz commented: “I am proud 
of the unit, the patients and the 
team. 

“I am proud of how well the 
team gets on together and with 
our work.” 

Liz worked as a nurse in Ox¬ 
ford and London before return¬ 
ing home to Birmingham to 
work after being inspired to go 
into nursing while observing her 


Grandmother’s work. Her next 
challenge is set up a conference 
for her patients. 

She said: “Staff go to conferenc¬ 
es where we learn about the lat¬ 
est research and treatment, and 
I feel that it would be greats for 
patients to have a conference to 
go to where they can find out the 
latest information regarding their 
condition.” 

Away from work, Liz is very 
busy looking after her two chil¬ 
dren, seven-year-old Edward and 
Matilda, who is four. 

She also finds time to go run¬ 
ning and sewing, creating dresses 
and cushion covers.

And although British hopes rest on 
an unfancied England side, you can 
bet your bottom dollar that the nation 
will still be gripped to the screen, 
whether Roy Hodgson’s men escape 
the group of death and make it to the 
knockout stages or not. 

Perhaps the men in white will do 
better in this competition, which has 
been taking place every two years 
since 2006. 

It’s the brainchild of Unicef 
ambassador Robbie Williams, and 
while he might not be everybody’s 
favourite performer, you’ve got to 
admit that this is a cracking idea, one 
which has raised lots of money for the 
charity while entertaining millions 
across the globe. 


The idea is simple: an all-star 
England team made up of 12 
celebrities and six legendary 
ex-professionals (one of which must 
be a goalkeeper) take on a Rest of 
the World XI. 

Both teams are coached by well- 
known managers, with West Ham 
United boss Sam Allardyce taking 
charge of England this time, and 
Chelsea’s Jose Mourinho leading the 
Rest of the World. 

‘Thanks to UNICEF for asking me 
to manage the Rest of the World at 
Soccer Aid on Sunday June 8 at Old 
Trafford’,’ said Mourinho when his 
participation was announced. 

“I’m looking forward to beating 
Robbie Williams’ and Big Sam’s 
England team and raising money for 
UNICEF.” 

England are leading in the head-to- 
head so far, having been beaten just 
once, in 2010, on penalties. 

That match raised almost £3million, 
while last year’s raised a record 
£4.9million - which is pretty good 
going in austerity Britain. But can the 
figure be beaten this time around? 
The fact that the UK Government will 


be matching the donations made by 
the public should certainly help. 

We’ll have to wait and see... 

Now 40, Robbie has hung up his 
boots and is acting as assistant 
manager this time around. 

“Soccer Aid returns for the fifth time 
in June and I admit there are scores 
to settle,” says the Robster. 

“Leading the England team, I will be 
making sure we defend that trophy 
against Rest of the World. There’s 
never been a better time for us to 
show our support for UNICEF.” 

The great joy in watching the match, 
which takes place at Old Trafford, is 
seeing unlikely team-mates together 
on the pitch. Where else would 
Stephen Moyer, John Bishop, Mark 
Owen and Dominic Cooper rub 
shoulders with Des Walker, Matt Le 
Tissier and Teddy Sheringham? And 
that’s just England! The Rest of the 
World features an amazing line-up, 
including Michael Sheen, James 
McAvoy, Gordon Ramsay, Jeremy 
Renner, Alessandro Del Piero, Edgar 
Davids, Jaap Stam and Andriy 
Shevchenko.

The Infiniti 
gives a buzz 
to the luxury 
end of market

Infiniti for many, could conjure up images of 
children’s favourite Buzz Lightyear, So for 
those people still in the dark about Infiniti, 
the start of the Formula 1 season will give 
ample reminders. 

The Japanese car maker, the luxury arm of Nissan, 
sponsors the Red Bull racing team. And while the brand, 
launched in the UK continues to grow slowly in the public’s 
consciousness, it has been around for more than 25 years, 
gaining particular success in America. 

The cars are at the executive, luxury end of the market 
and offer a combination of standout design, powerful en¬ 
gines and cutting edge technology. 

The also offer a high level of standard equipment across 
the range, which can add many thousands to the prices of 
their competitors. 

No better example perhaps of this is the new Q50, a lux¬ 
ury saloon which is packed with technology and features 
a new, 2.1 litre diesel engine sourced from Mercedes, plus 
a hybrid version. It also marks the first car in the Q or QX 
range, which will brand all their cars, right up to the Formula 
1 Q100 driven by Sebastian Vettel. 

It is an eye-catching car both inside and out and definite¬ 
ly food for thought for its German rivals. The turbocharged 
diesel gives the car decent acceleration and excellent econ¬ 
omy, plus, importantly, low C02 emissions which make it a 
real option in the all-important business sector. Emissions 
of just 114 g/km put it in the lowest benefit in kind taxation 
bracket and while the claimed 64-odd mpg average con¬ 
sumption seemed optimistic, the car was easily in the mid- 
50s range. 

The 170PS diesel has plenty of urge, propelling the vehi¬ 
cle to 60mph from a standing start in just 8.5 seconds and 
on to a top speed of 144mpg. But it is not all about the pow¬ 
er. This is a refined unit with little diesel clatter and what 
engine, road and wind noise there is, is effectively muffled 
by the car’s soundproofing system. Transmission is deliv¬ 
ered via a slick-shifting six speed gearbox sending drive to 
the rear wheels. 

Another advantage is how the car looks, a distinct differ¬ 
ence to the German market leaders and always attracting 
curiosity. It has flowing, yet muscular lines, eye-catching 
headlight and rear light clusters, twin exhausts twin, five- 
spoke 17-inch alloys and off course the Infiniti badge. 

The exterior is also protected with the firms ‘healing’ 
paint, which self repairs small scratches. Inside the car is 
both roomy and comfortable. It has the longest wheelbase 
in its class so both front and rear occupants get good head 
and leg room. It also features a huge 500 litre boot and the 
rear seat splits 60/40 for extra luggage space and there is 
access to the boot through the rear centre armrest. The 
layout of the dash and controls is neat and logical while the 
dash features a battery of hi-tech equipment, dominated by 
the central dual touchscreen which looks pretty much like a 
computer tablet with its swipeable screen. 

For the most part fixtures and fitting are high class, but 
the expensive feeling soft touch finish in some areas is let 
down by some lower grade plastics. The steering wheel is 
also multi function and the car features the now-common- 
place push button starter. Needless to say luxury cars need 
to ride well and the Q50 is a comfortable car to be a passen¬ 
ger and driver and although perhaps not the most dynamic 
of models, it still feels sure footed and grips well on corners. 

At just over £30k this is a lot of car for the money. Wheth¬ 
er it can attract the potential buyers from the established 
German brands remains to be seen but throw in standard kit 
like Infiniti Drive Mode Selector, Bluetooth, rearview camera, 
zone adaptive climate control, six-speaker sound system 
and heated leather seats and it looks an attractive package.

MG’s new 
supermini 
looks like a 
good choice

The MG badge is back. We could argue it 
came back over 18 months ago with MG6, 
but that is a large saloon vehicle, whereas 
the MG3 is attempting to put back a sense of 
style, bit of fun and certainly affordability into 
the marketplace. 

The MG3 is pitched into the important supermini 
category, and it should hold its head in this company. 

It has a reasonably economical engine, high levels of 
specification, and it does not look too out of place in the 
car park. 

And one of the big plusses with the MG is its pricing struc¬ 
ture. 

There are four derivatives and the entry level starts at 
a mere £8,399, even the top specification is priced at just 
£9999, and this has to be superb value for money, assuming 
the vehicle lives up to expectations. 

The new MG3 is mostly built in China by MG’s new own¬ 
ers, SAIC, the final assembly takes place in the UK. The ve¬ 
hicle was designed and styled in the UK, where over 300 
engineers and designers are employed to produce vehicles 
suitable for the UK and European market, and certainly the 
ride and handling have been honed to perfection for our 
bumpy roads. 

It is a delight to see the octagonal badge back on the 
bonnet and also displayed on the cylinder head cover in the 
engine bay. 

The whole range is powered by a single 1.5-litre engine 
which produces 105ps. There have been complaints the en¬ 
gine lacks power and is a lethargic. I take the viewpoint this 
is an engine which needs to be revved. 

It is not an engine which produces a lot of torque at low 
speed, but when you rev it and get the needle above 3,000 
revs, then it starts to reward you. 

Delight 

The five-speed gearbox was a delight to operate, and 
even allowing for the lack of torque, it was not really prob¬ 
lematic to change gear frequently to make progress. A top 
speed of 108 mph and 0-60mph in 10.4 seconds is achiev¬ 
able. 

The economics of running the vehicle are ones of not 
very high mpg figures. The manufacturer suggests 48-plus 
should be available, I managed to achieve 40mpg over a 
varied 4,000 miles whilst in ownership of the vehicle. 

The C02 emissions at 136 g/km are not going to place 
the MG3 in the ultra cheap Vehicle Excise Duty category and 
that is a shame. 

The big feature for me, however, is the huge amount of 
interior space, lif a small supermini is your choice but you 
need to move four adults, five at a push, then you seriously 
need to check out the MG3. 

My 6ft-plus frame in the driver’s seat still enabled a eft- 
plus person to sit behind me, with ample amounts of leg, 
head and shoulder room. This really is worth a couple of 
extra ticks on your shopping list. The boot space was ade¬ 
quate but not overly generous. 

The interior has sadly followed the fashion of today with 
lots of black plastic and a very dark overall look. However, 
there was some wonderful contrasting red stitching on the 
steering wheel and on the superb sport-type seats. 

The vehicle, from a driver’s perspective, was not overly 
complicated - just radio controls contained on the steering 
wheel, and two stalks on the steering column, one for the 
wipers and combined computer and one for the lights and 
indicators. 

There was a cubby-hole on the dashboard, hidden be¬ 
hind a roller cover. The kind people at MG had fitted as an 
afterthought, an iPad connection. This to me was a bit of a 
waste of money and wasted space. 

Extensively 

Four trim levels are available, my test car was the 3 FORM 
Sport and this was extensively equipped. It included air con¬ 
ditioning, the driver and passenger’s wing mirrors are elec¬ 
tronically adjustable and heated, and in addition there was 
a DAB radio and a Bluetooth facility to either stream in your 
music or telephone. 

Safety has not been overlooked and there are a plethora 
of airbags including driver and passenger, side and curtain 
airbags. 

The MG is also equipped with an anti-lock braking system 
and a stability control. One feature which works quite nicely 
is the hill-hold control. 

MG is hopeful of selling 2,000 to 2,500 of the MG3 and I 
can see no reason why this target should not be achieved, 
certainly the pricing structure MG has introduced makes this 
particular derivative a very attractive option. 

I just hope against hope that the Chinese owners of MG 
will start very soon to re-introduce a two-seater sports car, 
which the market is just crying out for. 

Prices range from £8,399 to £9,999 and a three-year 
60,000-mile warranty is included.

Thorne is due to return to Albion when 
the squad report for pre-season training 
early next month but he told a Sunday 
newspaper: “I felt like a squad player at 
West Brom and most times not even that.

Laudrup, who led Swan¬ 
sea to Capital One Cup suc¬ 
cess in 2013 but left the club 
last season amid frosty rela¬ 
tions with his players, had
